I am indeed glad to see the effort being made by 


the American Jewish Relief Committee for Sufferers 
from the War to raise further fimds for its work in 
Europe. As you know, your organization has co-oper- 
ated with us wonderfully in relief work at the most 
critical centers of Europe. I canot speak too highly 
of the spirit and effectiveness of the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee in Europe, nor can I emphasize too 
strongly the critical necessity for its continuation. 


As you are aware, my colleagues and myself are 


endeavoring to carry on the special feeding of under- 
nourished 
children through Central and Eastern 


Europe on a charitable basis over the forthcoming 
winter. There are between four and fire millions of 
these children, to whom the application of the term 
"under-nourished" conveys no proper indication of 
the state in which they exist. 
Your committee has 


taken over a considerable section of this work during 
the last six months in Poland and other sections of 
Central and Eastern Europe, and without their co- 
operation success would have been impossible. The 
broad, non-sectarian spirit shown by the Joint Distri- 
bution Committee, although primarily devoted to 
Jewish work, and their willing- co-operation, which 
my own administration has enjoyed, places me under 
an obligation to the committee.

I am indeed glad to see the effort being made by 


the American Jewish Relief Committee for Sufferers 
from the War to raise further fimds for its work in 
Europe. As you know, your organization has co-oper- 
ated with us wonderfully in relief work at the most 
critical centers of Europe. I canot speak too highly 
of the spirit and effectiveness of the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee in Europe, nor can I emphasize too 
strongly the critical necessity for its continuation. 


As you are aware, my colleagues and myself are 


endeavoring to carry on the special feeding of under- 
nourished 
children through Central and Eastern 


Europe on a charitable basis over the forthcoming 
winter. There are between four and fire millions of 
these children, to whom the application of the term 
"under-nourished" conveys no proper indication of 
the state in which they exist. 
Your committee has 


taken over a considerable section of this work during 
the last six months in Poland and other sections of 
Central and Eastern Europe, and without their co- 
operation success would have been impossible. The 
broad, non-sectarian spirit shown by the Joint Distri- 
bution Committee, although primarily devoted to 
Jewish work, and their willing- co-operation, which 
my own administration has enjoyed, places me under 
an obligation to the committee.
